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1. In November, 1951 at the WFIU (World Federetion of Trade Unions) 
meetings in Berlin, the decision was made to See an international 
conference dealing with the subject of sccial s ity. The WPIU secretariat 
has requested informetion rezarcéing social secur. and social security 
legislation from various countries, Informaticn has also been sought from 
verious persons and organizations as to their ius ae to participate 
in the conference, which Is being planned on a very large seale, It is 
intended that the WFTU secretariat will publish « symposium which will be 
based on the information obtained before and ng the conference, The 
conference wlil be held in June and the site will probably be Vienna, 


e. Heeause of the great interest in the general question of social 
security, Lt is exreated chat participation in the conference will be 
wide-spread. The vlasners of the conference intend to promote the e thdrdance 
of non-Cornmunist delegates. It is believed that 1t will be unnecessar 
that all the delegates approve the agenda of the conference. The main 


onjective is to secure the widest possible representation. 


3, The preparatory comaittes, wiiech met in Vienna in February of 
1952, chose various sub-comuttees to handle arrangements for the conference. 
wine peu tbes has urged the establishment of prepay ratory committees in 
other countries for the purpose of advertising the coming conference in 
the factories, obtaining inforration regarding social conditions in the 
factories, and determining the shortcomings in and violations of existing 
social legislation, 
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
